BROKEN PAROLE REDEEMED. 


A thin, smooth shaven man with a curious, 
far away look in his eyes walked into the 
office of the Indiana state penitentiary at 
Mighigan City yesterday afternoon at 6 
O clock and stepped up to the desk at which 
J. D. Reid, warden of the prison, was sit- 
a 

My name is McCarty,”’ he said, in a mat- 
ter ot fact tone. I broke my parole with 
you three years ago and I’ve come to — 
my sentence.“ 

Ml right,“ the warden replied. ‘ I've 
been expecting you. Just step this way.” 
Half an hour later the same man, in a 
prison uniform, came out of a cell in an up- 
per tier, passed down a narrow corridor, and 
took his place in a Une which was filing 


ber wae 5,784. And that number marked 
the end of WilMam McCarty’s journey. 


Strange Journey Described. 
The first part of the strange journey was 
described yesterday morning by Tun Tars- 
UNE. MoCarty started from North Yakima, 
Wash., July 8 with nothing but his railroad 
ticket and a firm conviction, gained during a 
series of Salvation army meetings, that it 
was his duty to return to Indiana and redeem 
the parole he had broken years before when 
he got drunk and hit a man over the head in 
a street fight. 

In Chicago he stopped off" for a few 
hours and had a talk with several Salvation 
army Officials. Then he went to Michigan 
City. 

When he arrived at the prison he found that 
his story had preceded him. Upon learning 
that he was on his way the prison officials 
“began looking up his record. There was no 
“ William McCarthy "’ on the prison books, 
but after a little search it was found that 
Thomas. McCarthy had begun his sentence 
for grand larceny in 1903, had been paroled 
in August, 1906, and had broken his parole 
in October of the same year. 

Thought His Story Untrue. 
Before the record had been discovered, 
however, a Chicago afternoon newspaper 
learned that there was no Wiliam McCarty 
on the prison books and that at 8 o’clock in 
the morning he had not called at the peni- 
tentiary. The Salvation army, it concluded, 
had been victimized, and an announcement to 
this effect was printed. 

Meanwhile McCarty was looking up a few 
old acquaintances in Michigan City—he drove 
an ice wagon while he was on parole—and 
making preparations to bury himself, per- 
haps for the rest of his fe. Then, late in 
the afternoon, he stuck his little bundle under 
his arm and walked to the prison. 

„He was perfectly cheerful about it.“ said 
Warden Reid. In all my experience I never 
knew of such a case as this. No extradition

Candidate Is Coming to Show} 
Where Hatchet’s Buried. 


SULLIVAN SAYS ALL IS PEACE 


Ex-Combatants Smilingly Declare Po- 
litical Love for Each Other.

Lincoln, .Neb., July 14.—[Special.]—Bryan 
is undoubtedly looking upon Chicago and Tili- 
nois as a battleground where he must ex- 
pend some of his choicest oratorical am- 
munition during the coming campaign. He 
is planning to make a speech in Chicago on 
Labor day, probably with the view. of shut- 
ting off some of the flood of wrath and in- 
vective which William R. Hearst will stir 
up with his convention on July 7 and 
through his Chicago newspaper.

Inspector Wheeler did not want Thomp- 
son's detention publicly known. and did not 
send him to à cell until it was presumed 
that all newspaper men had left the build- 
ing. He reluctantly admitted it after he 
found that a reporter for Tus TRIBUNE bad 
the facts well in hand. 


Takes His Detention Coolly. 


“Now make it plain that Thompson {s 
held merely as a witness,” said the Inspector.

More Trains to Be Operated on North- 
western and Oak Park Lines. 


Consolidation of the elevated rallways with 
resulting through routes and universal trans- 
fers is only a matter of time.

ADDS MUCH T0 REVENUE. 
Reviewers Begin Their Omeial 


Work of Equalizing Assess- 
ments of Realty. 


From various nooks and corners of Chi- 
cago and Cook county hidden wealth aggre- 
gating $150.000,000 has been unearthed by 
representatives of the county within the last 
few weeks. The city and county will be en- 
riched by millions of dollars in back taxes 
which will be collected on this vast fortune. 

This sum. of money is the estimated total 
of the 800 undivided estates which, during 
the lives of their owners, were not taxed at 
anything like their full value. The board of 
review, however, executed a flank movement 
and secured the facts about these fortunes 
from records in the Probate court, and, be- 
fore the close of this week, the heirs will be 
called upon to pay the back taxes. 

The winter’s activity of the board of re- 
view's investigators came to light yesterday 
when that body met to begin its annual task 
of separating taxpayers from their proper 
share of the expenses of running the city and 
county government. The board met for the 
first time in its new quarters the county 
building. The shock of the c 
spacious offices from the dingy rooms occu- 
pied in years past in Fifth avenue was so 
great that it took the greater part of the day 
for the reviewers to adjust themselves to the 
new conditions. . 


Moral Effect Is Counted On. 

The first work taken up was that of adjust- 
ing the assessments of various tories and 
business houses—chiéfly smalier institutions 
—which had been called upon to pay either 
too much or too little by the assessing body. 
The estates mentioned will not be passed upon 
by the reviewers until the clerical force of 
the board completes its figures. 

Besides the immediate benefits to be de- 
rived from the possession of several millions 
of cash which never before reached the pub- 
lic treasury, the reviewers say that In taxing 
these estates there is a moral ‘effect upon 
many living taxpayers which is not to be 
overlooked. 

Last year when several estates were taxed 
im spite of the activity. of opposing heirs, 
many other owners of untaxed wealth took 
occasion to hasten\into the offices of the re- 
viewers and ask that they be taxed in ac- 
cordance with the true value of their prop- 
erty. There are indications that the rush of 
“conscience stricken ones! will be even 
greater this year. 

The names of all of the owners of these 
estates have not as yet been secured by the 
reviewers. It is expected, however, that 
they will be made public within the next few 
days. Meanwhile, it ie likely that many set- 
tlemefts will be made in the hope that some 
names may be withdrawn from the black list 
at the eleventh hour. 


Excuses Offered as Usual. 

It became apparent early in the day that 
the reviewers would be compelled to face the 
usual excuses from ingenious owners of per- 
sonal property who seize upon the slightest 
pretext to avoid payment of taxes. 

Reviewers Roy O. West. Fred Upham, and 
F. D. Meacham seated themselves at their 
long tables and dexterously divided the lines 
of complaining property owners into groups 
whose stories they heard in record break- 
ing time. 

There has been so much prosperity that 
my business has been-ruined and I am losing 
money every day.“ was the paradoxical com- 
plaint of Abraham Newman. a ghettoprop- 
erty owner. 

“Ruined by prosperity? ” demanded Mr. 
Upham, “I can't quite grasp that one.” 

It's easy enough, though.“ answered the 
man. When times are good there is no busi- 
ness for me, because I am a pawnbroker. 
None of the pawnbrokers in Chicago that do 
business honestly is making money now. 

George Armstrong, who manufactures rat 
traps, complained that he had been unable to 
get a Strangle hold om this elusive prosperity. 

“The coming of the democratic convention, 
I believe, was responsible for much of my 
trouble,” sald he. It must have been the

An important feature of the work of the 
reviewers this year will be the reduction in 
the taxes of many small owners of real 
estate in the outlying districts, especially 
Hyde Park and Lake View. It was found 
last year that the assessments against many 
of these property owners was too great, 
although it was too late to equalize the as- 
sessments in the time allowed to the review- 
ers. For that reason the board will hear 
these cases within a few days, although this 
is not a year at which real estate ordinarily 
ts taken up for consideration.

MRS. HARTRIDGE, LONG MISSING, 
DIES IN PITTSBURG HOSPITAL. 


Disappearance of Wife of Thaw’s Coun- 
, gel Solved by Death from Spinal 
Meningitis. 


Ciit- 
ford W. Hartridge, whose strange disappear- 
ance last October gave rise to many rumors 
concerning her whereabouts and her reason 
for leaving her husband, died this morning 
at the Homeopathie hospital in Pittsburg of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis.

The latter also said to- 
night he had been pledged to secrecy by the 
relatives of the dead woman. 


JORDAN, INSURANCEMAN, DIES 


Former Controller of Equitable 
Life Drops Dead in Subway. 


HE WAS AWAITING TRIAL. 


Charge of Fraud Followed Inquiry by 
Armstrong Committee. 


New York, July 14.—-Thomas D. Jordan, 
formerly controller of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, dropped dead of heart 
disease today in the Wall street station of 
the subway. 

Scores of persons saw him fall, among them 
Dr. F. C. Wells, a friend. Dr. Wells hurried 
to the side of his stricken friend, but he saw 
immediately that Mr. Jordan was dead. Mr. 


ger overtook the young man on the street 
and informed hint of his father’s death. The 
son was overcome with grief. 
In the course of the Armstrong committee 
insurance investigation it was brought out 
that Controller Jordan had secured loans ag- 
gregating $685,000 for himself and James W. 
Alexander, former president of the Baquita- 
ble, from the Mercantile Trust company, and 
that these loans had been covered up on the 
books of the company. This $685,000 came to 
be known as the yellow dog fund. 
Trial Set for the Fall. 
A Gesire was expressed by the Armstrong 
committee that Mr. Jordan appear before the 
committee, but the process servers were un- 
able to locate him. His son said he did not 
know whether his father was dead or alive. 
As @ result of the disclosures made, the 
grand jury found eighteen indictments for 
forgery and one for perjury inet Jordan. 
Only recently Mr. Jordan a before 
Justice Goff to plead not guilty to the indiot- 
ments. Hig trial was set for the fall. 
Mr. Jordan had come to New York today 
from his home in Duglewood, N. J., to attend 
a directors’ meeting of the Paseo‘Improve- 
ment company, of which he was vice preéi- 
dent, When he was stricken. 
Friend Sees Him Fall. 
Dr. Wells saw Mr. Jordan come into the sta- 
tion and was looking at him when he fell. 
He ran to his assistance and lifted his head 
from the ground. He knew as soon as he 
touched the body that Mr. Jordan was dead 
and it is his opinion that death came in- 
stantly. 
The body was taken to the police station. 
There it was viewed by Coroner's Physician 
Weston, who said that death was due to heart 
fajlure or apoplexy, and that en i ODOT was 
not necessary. 


URGES PRINCIPLE OF JEWS. 


Leader of Zionist Movement Says Aim 
Is to Obtain Freedom of Mind 
and Body. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 14“ At no ume 
in the history of Zionism is it more hecessary 
than now to hold on to the fundamental prin- 
ciple of our movement,” declared the Rev. 
M. Gaster, president of the federation and 
rabbi of Great Britain, in a letter redid be- 
fore the convention of the Federation of 
American Zionists here today.

‘ Commerce Commission. 


Washington, D. C. Joly 14—In an ‘opinion: 
rendered by the interstate commerce com- 
mission today the payment to certain’ rail- 
roads of an elevator allowance ofthree-quar- 
ters of one cent a hundred pounds was held 
undue and unlawful. discrimination] and the 
defendant carriers were ordered to discon- 
tinue such payments on Oct. 1. 

The decision was in the case of the traffic 
bureau and the Merchants’ exchange of St. 
Louis, Mo., against the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy; the Missouri Pacific, the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific, the St. Louls 
and. San Francisco, and the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texasirailroad companies. 

The commission's order will not be effective 
until Oct. 1. so as to allow the carriers af- 
fected sufficient time to prevent any disturb- 
ance of business conditions. The tariffs of the

be filed upon thirty days’ notice.

THE SENATE COMBINE. 
7 .

In an age which is, es we ere told, an 


age of combination, perhaps this combine 


was natural, normal, or jmevitable. It 


bas displayed, at any rate, many of the 


merits of the highly centralized, combined, 
and disciplined organization, such as econ- 
omy of effort, celerity of process (when 
celerity wae required), and comparative 
certainty of result. 

The senate combine in the main has 
been a success from the point of view of 
its own ends. And its ends were and are 
important ends, concerning the welfare 
of the state aud people of Lilinois. 

The senate combine is therefore deserv- 
ing of study, and Tun Trisune purposes 
to devote a Series of editorials to a brief 
elucidation of its workings, a discussion 
of the men who make up its machinery, 
and a statement of conditions which make 
it probable that it may be relegated to 
the political junk heap. 


At the late but not lamented session of 


the legislature the senate combine found 
itself, metaphorically speaking, on a lee 
shore and dragging its anchor. A gale of 
public opinion was blowing, and the crew, 
when they saw the surf of political] ruin 
before them, were for leaving the ship. 

How the ship was saved need not so 
goon after the rescue be recalled. But 
this should be noted: That its Spare 
were sprung, end its planks warped, and 
its seams opened. 

It is, therefore, possible if not prob- 
able—and we are inclined to think it 16 
probable—that it will never sail the polit- 
ical seas again. 

That depends on what occurs at the 
first primaries to be held under the direct 
primary act, or at the election in the fall. 
In the meantime information and discus- 
sion as to the craft and its crew, we be- 
lieve, will be useful to our voting readers, 


CHICAGO’S FOUR CENTERS. 

The greatness of Chicago is brought 
once again to public attention through 
the report made to the mayor by the city 
statistician, showing the centers of area, 
business, industry, and population. Four 
different places are designated for the 
four centers. The location of the busi- 
mess center at State and Madison will 
occasion no surprise to any one. There 
will be more interest in the less familiar 
spots from which the lines of area, popu- 
lation, and industry radiate. 

The geographical center has been large- 
ly affected by the territorial expansion of 
comparatively recent years. The original 
Chicago was circumscribed in area. When 
the several towns surrounding this nu- 
cleus were incorporated with it at once 
the bounds were widely extended. A geo- 
graphical center on Wood street 200 feet 
north of Thirty-fifth will astonish some 
citizens who have never given the matter 


-particular thought, possibly from lack of 


data for a calculation. 

The resident of one of the other 
“sides” may be surprised, likewise, to 
find the center of population located at 
Center avenue and ‘Twelfth street, on 
“the great west side.” The name of the 
avenue will have a new significance now. 
It is quite likely that the majority of 
residents of Chicago have never known 
much about the distribution of the two 
million and odd people who make up the 
city’s inhabitants. 

The slow change in the business center 
is as notable as the data regarding the 
location itself. In a generation the move- 
ment has been southward along State 
from the long recognized heart on Lake 
street. The method of determination 
seems a reasonable one. The choice of 
State and Madison came after a compu- 
tation of the business houses in the dif- 
ferent wards, the volume of business 
done, and the number of employés in 
each establishment. 

The industrial center, in similar fash- 
jon, was found to be at West Van Buren 
and Desplaines streets. Its importance 
appeals to a particular class. To some 
individuals the growth of population will 
always be the thing worth noting in con- 
sidering the greatness of the city. To 
others the large extent of its area, with 
its present occupation and its future po- 
tency, has more attractiveness. There 


are those who will see in the constant 


procession along State street the best 
evidence of a large population. Still 
others will find the true explanation of 
Chicago’s .greatness in its industrial enter- 
prises. 


CENTRAL AMERICAN SITUATION. 

The efficacy of one of the beneficent 
agreements which Secretary Root per- 
suaded the quarrelsome Central American 
republics to enter into last year is being 
tested. They consented to the establsh- 
ment of a judicial tribunal representing 
them all. It was to be a court of peace, 
to which were to be referred all dis- 
puted questions between the states that 
could not be settled otherwise. It was 
agreed that the court should hold tts 
sessions in Costa Rica, the most’ peaceful 
and least feared of the republics, and it 


There is already business for it. Nica- 


ragua has lodged a complaint against 
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fecting more individuals, end affecting 
them more gravely than the upper courts. 
The suitors may be relatively obscure, 
but it is of great social and political mo- 
ment that justice should be dispensed 
among them speedily and with certainty, 
Furthermore, it is exceptionally difficult 
to get the right timber for the Municipal 
bench. Qualities of brain and heart by 
no means universal among lawyers are 
called for to make a good municipal judge, 
and the process of thorough investigation 
which must precede indorsement is doubt 
less onerous. But the community has a 
right to ask this service of the bar, and it 
is to be hoped it will be fully and un- 
grudgingly and opportunely performed.

He was for the last six years 
of Queen Victoria's life one of her equerries, 
besides being her godson; and for nearly 
forty years his father, the late Gen. Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, was a member of her 
household, firet as equerry to the prince con- 
sort, and then as keeper of her privy purse 
and principal secretary. 

These two offices are not merely cou 
dignities, but are likewise of importance 
from an official and political point of view. 
For it is through the privy purse and through 
the private secretary that the sovereign car- 
ries on his written communications with the 
ministers of the crown, with the various 
members of the administration, and with 
the leading statesmen of the day. During 
the later reign, in the moments of political 
crises, Queen Victoria was wont to always 
send Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby from Windsor 
or Osborne to London to convey verbally 
her wishes and views to the outgoing min- 
isters, and to the statesmen designated for 
the formation of the new administration. 

Sir Henry smoothed over many a dim. 
culty between his royal mistress and Glad- 
stone, whom he greatly admired; and al- 
though, le all of hig family, he was a lib- 
eral, yet he bore himself with such discre- 
tion that he enjoyed the confidence of the 
conservatives and unionists to quite as great 
a 18 he was able to d on the 
part of liberals. '

Prince Richard Dohna, whose remark- 
able letter addressed to Prince Eulenburg 
has contributed so much to still further 
blacken the character of that nobleman, 
ie one of the Kaiser's oldest and closest 
friends, their intimacy dating from the days 
long prior to the accession of William to 
the throne. The letter in question is a most 
remarkable one. It was written no less than 
six years ago by Dobna to Eulenburg, and 
in it he denounces him ae a scoundrel and 
as a shameless liar, and states that he 
(Dohna) can never forgive himself for hav- 
ing introduced such a man into the circle 
of the kaiser’s intimate friends. 

It is a letter which if Eulenburg had any 
spark of honor or pride left should have 
caused him, according to continental ethics, 
to have at once issued a challenge to Dohna 
to fight a duel. If he were unadle or un- 
willing to fight himself he should have del- 
egated his son or some other relative to 
defend his name on the fleld of honor; or 
if that, too, were impossible, should have 
proceeded against him legally for slander. 
That he submitted in silence, however, to 
the scathing epithets contained in Prince 
Dohna's letter and to the latter’s contemp: 
tuous ostracism furnishes in the eyes of most 
of his countrymen an additional proof of 
his guilt, How the letter came to be pub- 
lished is not quite clear. Dohna is not re- 
sponsible for its being printed. But he 
admits its authenticity. 

The Dohnas are one of the oldest houses 
of Germany, 
burgrave away back in the twelfth century 
from Emperor Frederick Barbarossa, the 
title of prince borne by the present head 
of the family, Richard Dohna, the friend 
of the kaiser, having been conf®rred by 
the latter on New Year’s day, 1900. The 
name of Dohna is recorded in all the most 
important pages of PruSsian history. States- 
men, generals, and in particular confidants 
and cronies of the successive rulers of Prus- 
sia have borne the name of Dohna, and there 
is not a single king who has reigned over 
Prussia, nor before that any elector who 
has ruled over Brandenburg, who has not 
staid at the castle of Schlobitten and oc- 
cupied the antiquated four poster bed in 
which the present emperon sleeps whenever 
he visits the grand old place, which has been 
in the possession of the family since the 
fourteenth century, and was prior to that 
time a famous monastery. 

— 


There was at one time a member of the 
family, a Countess Anna Dohna, who was 
a source of considerable trouble to the reign- 
ing house of Prussia, owing ot her claims 
to have been clandestinely married to the 
late Bmperor William in 1825—that is to say, 
during the lifetime of his father, King WIII- 
iam III. While there is no proof whatso- 
er that any marriage of the kind took 
place, her pretensions created sufficient 
noise to cause Frederick William III. to is- 
sue the following decree, which appeared 
in the Prussian Staats Anzeiger, or official 
gazette, of June 4, 1829: “ By order of his 
majesty the king: Anna, Countess Dohna. 
having claimed to be the wife of Prince Will- 
fam of Prussia, I hereby decree that such 
a union, if it ever took place, be null and 
void. FREDERICK WILLIAM, Rex. 
* bing ye VON ALTENGTRIN, Secretary of

The countess was kept under restraint 
for a number of years, and on William be- 
coming king of Prussia was given the al- 
ternative of leaving the country or of be- 
coming the inmate of a asylum.

Remodeling Last Year's Sleeve. 

In remodeling a part or the whole of any 
garment the first thing to do is to rip it up 
and clean and press well. After the sleeves 
have been carefully pressed they are ready 
to be cut over. Lay the pattern on the 
sleeves and cut carefully, according te direc- 
tions. When the sleeves have been 

up and the cuff replaced the sleeve should 
again be carefully and thoroughly pressed 
before it is replaced in the garment. 

Any gown can be remodeled in this manner 
and made to look decidedly up to date for 
merely the cost of a good sleeve pattern and 
the time that the remodeling takes. 


Fre requency of Shampoo. — 
There is a great deal always being said 
about the injuriousness of improper sham- 
pooing, and, while the harm lies not so much 
in the frequency as the method, one should 
be careful not to wash the hair too often or 
not often enough. 

The girl who lives in the country or sub- 


‘urhs where hard coal or wood is burned will 


not need to wash her hair nearly so often as 
the city girl who lives in an atmosphere 
where soft coal soot floats about to soll the 
hair.

Once every two or three weeks is often 
enough for the ordinary person, while once 
every three or four weeks is as often ag the 
fluffy and dry haired girl will need to wash

PRESSED CHICKEN.—Clean two to four 
pounds of chicken; cover with boiling water; 
simmer gently until tender. Remove chicken 
and add to the liquor in which they were 
boiled one onion, six cloves, one-half — 
spoonful of celery seed, and reduce the lig 
to three pinta, Add one box of gelatin that 
has been soaked in one-half cup of cold water 
for fifteen minutes.

Chop the chioken, arrange 
over the bottom of a mold thin slices of hard 
boiled eggs, then a layer of chicken, a sprink- 
ling of parsley, another of egg. and 80 con- 
tinue until the mold is full. Pour over all 
just enough jelly mixture to cever chicken 
and stand in refrigerator over night. 

CHICKEN SOUFFLE.—Melt one tablie- 
spoonful of butter and add one teaspoon- 
ful of flour, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt, and a dash of pepper. Cook till frothy, 
then add one cup of milk gradually. When 
the sauce Als add one-fourth cup of 
stale bread crumbs and cook ten minutes; 
then add one cup of cold chicken, chopped, 
a teaspoonful of parsley, chopped fine; a 
few drops of onion juice, and the yolks of 
two eggs, well beaten. Then fold in the whites 
of two eggs, beaten until dry. Bake in a 
buttered dish set in a pan of hot water until 
well puffed up and slightly browned, about 
twenty minutes. Serve at once with tomato 
sauce. 

HASHED CHICKEN ON TOAST, WITH
